UNITED STATES GOLD DOLLARS 


United States One Dollar Gold pieces were struck from 1849 until 1889. 
Very few choice pieces in collectors’ hands today. Many of the issues were 
very limited and saw a great attrition rate in circulation. We take great pride 
in the following selection in that a great many CHOICE PROOFS are offered 
here. Very seldom do so many of these coins with such incredibly low mintages 
come up for sale.

One of the most beautiful of all United States coins is the St, Gaudens 
design Indian Head Eagle. These were issued for only a short period of time, 
from 1907 to 1933. Few coins of many dates survived in choice condition, and 
are seldom available except when large old collections are offered. We are

UNITED STATES DOUBLE EAGLES 


United States Double Eagles or $20 Gold Pieces were first issued for 
circulation in 1850, and continued to be issued through 1932. The Double Eagle 
is probably sought after by collectors more than any other denomination of 
U.S. Gold. Only rarely do major collections of Double Eagles appear on the 
market. We have not been able to offer such a complete run of dates and mints 
since our J. F. Bell Sale at the Central States Convention in 1963. Since that 
date only a few sales such as Miles and Gilhousen can match this sale in scope. 
We think that it will probably be several more years until many of the rarities 
listed herein may again appear on the market. 


LIBERTY HEAD DOUBLE EAGLES 





97 1850 First year of issue for circulation. CHOICE ABOUT UNCIRCULATED 
with much original luster and a minimum of field marks. Small spot of 
retooling shows in field above eagle’s left wing at point of beak, but it is 
almost imperceptible to the eye without a glass. Very Scarce in this high 
condition. 





98 1850-O Very pleasing ABOUT UNCIRCULATED specimen with nice luster and 
some light field marks. An exceptionally high grade example of this scarce 
first year issue.

Only a 

few specimens of this date have been offered in several years, and is actually 

found less often than the 1854—O or 1870-CC, and even the Proof-—only 

dates seem to appear more often.

The First Year 
of issue for the mint with only 3,789 coins having been struck, and prob— 
ably less than 30 known. All coins of this date and mint are flat strikes. 
This specimen is a nice VERY FINE with some bag marks and very light 
rim bruises as to be expected on a double eagle in this condition. Easily 
on a par with the majority of the known specimens. Should see spirited 
bidding as it is one of the most sought after of all the regular issued U.S. 
Gold coins.

PANAMA-PACIFIC EXPOSITION — FIFTY DOLLAR GOLD COINS 


These magnificent large gold coins, issued in conjunction with the Panama— 
Pacific Exposition held in San Francisco in 1915 to commemorate the open— 
ing of the Panama Canal, are the LARGEST DENOMINATIONAL COINS 


ever issued by the United States mint. 


A total of 3,000 pieces were minted in the single 1915 striking at the 
San Francisco Mint. However, when only 1,128 were sold to the public at the 
Exposition, the remainder were returned to the mint and melted. The Fifty 
Dollar Gold coins, at the inception, thus became the second rarest de- 
nominational coins ever issued by the U.S. Mint, diminished only by the sub— 
lime Four Dollar Gold Stellas, of which 450 were struck in 1879 and 1880. 


Some of these heavy coins, weighing 2.68 ounces, were carelessly mis— 
handled over the years, thus incurring wear, edge bruises, scratches and other 
abrasions. Others were even soldered for jewelry, some were lost, and incon— 
solably, some were even turned in for redemption during the great gold recall 
of 1933. 


A great deal of speculation has been put forth as to exactly how many of 
the Pan—Pac Fifties are still in existence and how many are collectible. It has 
recently been the general concensus of opinion that probably less than 200 sets 
exist. Taking into consideration the number of sets and single pieces housed 
in museums, private and institutional permanent collections, probably only half 
that amount are available to collectors, and of that amount, probably only 
10 to 15 coins are available on the market at any given time. There is recent 
evidence of accumulation of these rarities by investment syndications, so any 
prolonged activity by this new and burgeoning element of coin collectors may 
remove these coins forever from a price range still palatable to the aesthetic 
collector.

And 
they represent the legacy of the designer’s and coiner’s art. 

Their low mintage makes them all the more desirable, and in most cases 
less than 50 pieces were originally manufactured of a given design/metal com— 
bination. They were underrated for many years, and only recently have they 
been recognized for what they are — truly RARE pieces. They have started 
to come into their own, but there are still many “bargains” to be had when 
their true scarcity is fully considered. 


All pieces carry a “Judd number” from his definitive reference work on 


the subject, United States Pattern, Experimental and Trial Pieces.
